Oats are a valuable feed for mot 
farm animals. The relatively larg 
lunount of fibre they contain iu pr< 
portion to kernel, as compared wit 
inost other grains, makes them 
safer feed with but little danger < 
over-feeding, when put in the ham 
of careU‘88 workmen. They contai 
a higher proportion of digestible pn 
tein than corn or wheat, ami ai 
lower in carbohydrate material 
consequently the nutritive ratbi i 
the grain is such that it contains i 
Itself a quite well-balanced ration f< 
working animals. They are a vei 
convenient and highly prized gra: 
for feeding horses. They usually aj 
and should be fed unground to ho 
Bi*8, unless the animal is unable 1 
masticate his food properly. Exp 
ricnco shows that oats giv'C a hon 
"mettle,” or stimulate him as r 
other of pur grains do. They a 
consequently held without a peer l 
horsemen as feed for driving horse 
and may be made almost exclusive 
their diet. 

But experiments show that olh 
grains can bo often profitably su 
stituted for oats rft pr»en^ prices

FltECKLES. 

Freckles arc the result of 
the action of solar rays upon the skin. 
Ihe only way thoroughly to remove 
them It actually to take the skin off* 
and then they may reappear upon ex¬ 
posure to the sun. Uaoaever, they may 
be contiderablyr reduced by the aid of 
several lotions. No lotion will have the 
sauio effect upon all persons in remov¬ 
ing them. A preparation that will fade 
some will not have ai^ effect upon 
others. The person so afflicted must use 
her own judgment and if one remedy 
fails try another. For removing the very 
light summer freckles, a mild lotion com< 
posed of one oimee of alum, two table- 
spdonfuls of lemon juke and one pint 
of elder-flower water applied twice a day 
its i ought to be successful. 

Slassagc will be found most helpful us 
a euro for freckles. Any remedy that 
promotes the activity of the skin has a 
tendency to remove its blemishes. In 
sQme families freckles are very common 
among the younger members, while in 
others th^ are unknown. The cause is 
in the differing natures of the skin in¬ 
herited at birth.

What Poatman’a Daily Delivery at 
Palace it Like. 

Though the King's doily move- 
menta are fully chronicled in tho 
newspapers and tho "Court Circu¬ 
lar," there are many things his 
Majosty does of which the piubUc has 
little knowledge. "Stata» business," 
upon which the King is employed 
every morning, covers a multitude of 
urgent matters, from the writing of 
an autograph letter to a neighboring 
so\ereign to the selection of a cor¬ 
onation design ; and there are, of 
course, numbers of olheial despatchcH 
which require the royal Higiuiiure, 
says the London Express. 

It is not generally known, how- 
o-er, that liis Majesty preserves a 
careful supervision over tho aiiK\vers 
which arc sent to the hundreds of 
correspondents daily wriflng to the 
King. On an average, the King's 
daily letter bag contains flCk) letters, 
and about half as many new’Hfi)apor», 
books, circulars, etc. Needless to 
say, this gigantic dclixvry needs tho 
assisUincc of a body of private 
clerks, over whom Sir Francis 
Knollys, the King's ))ri\ntc seere 
tary, exercises control. 

ALL LETTERS AND PARCFJ>4 
with tho exception of those which 
are quickly recognized us l>eli)g "fjcr- 
Ronal to his Majesty"—l.e., which 
contain a distinctiNC private mark, 
mutually i)reiuTttnged, on ihe en¬ 
velope or coxer—are opened by tlio 
secretaries, and distlributed in boxes, 
separately labeled, according to 
their nature and contents. These 
boxes mo tlien carefully examined 
ttyd checked by Sir Francis Knollys, 
and those letters of an urgent char, 
actor requiring tho consideration of 
his Majc.sty ure reUilned by tho pri¬ 
vate secretary and are laid l>€foro 
the King, who indicates in a few 
worxls his ploasurc concerning them.

When he gives great State enter- . 
tainments at Windsor the King will 
doubtless use the magnificent Royal 
gold plate. But it will not bo from 
preference. Although he has been 
himself for many years the possessor 
of n complete service of solid silver, 
bought at his marriage at a vest of 
£20,000, this has only been used 
once a yew, on the night of the Der¬ 
by dinner, which Ula Majesty gave 
yearly before . his ascension The 
King himself prefers China, and ul- 
xvays eats from it'by preference.

TRIUMPHS OF SCIENCE. 


Sensltlreiieas of the ImplemeBta of 
tho Modern Laboratory, 

The eye and tho ear have long been 
regarded as marvela of mecbanlsm, 
quite the most wonderful things In the 
world. But compared with the Im¬ 
plements of a present day laboratory 
the sensitiveness of all human organs 
seems gross enough. A photographic 
plate, coupled with a telescope, will re¬ 
veal the pretence of millions of stars 
whose light.Qoes not affect the retina 
In tho least. The microscope, too, with 
Its revelations of the world of tho in- 
fliiliely small, tells us how crude, after 
all, Is this most delicate of the senses. 
Indeed, wo may liken it to a piano 
where only a single octave, toward the 
middle, sounds. From the ultra violet 
to the lowest roaches of tho spectrum 
Is a r^ge of some nine octaves of light 
vlhratlons, of which, save for our new 
merliniilcnl senses, we should never 
have been conscious of but one. 

The ear bears little of what Is going 
on around ns. By means of a micro¬ 
phone the trend of a fly sounds like tho 
iniinp of cavalry. Our heat sense is 
viTy vague. Wo need a variation of 
at least onc-flfth of a degree on a ther 
inonieter to realize any difference in 
leiniiernture. rrofossor Langley’s lit¬ 
tle l)olonietor will note tho difference of 
a millionth of a degree. It is two hun¬ 
dred thousand times as sensitive as our 
skin.—Carl Snyder In Harper’s Maga¬ 
zine.

Explosion in the Coal Creek nines of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Co. 


A Fernic, B. C., despatch »ay»: 
One of the worst coal mining dieaa- 
ier« in the hiHtory of British Co¬ 
lumbia occurred at the Coal Creek 
Mines at 7 o’clock on Thursday 
night, whea from 12f> to 150 men 
met almost irtstant death in mines 
No. S'* ,and 0. 'i'iic explosion occur¬ 
red in the deeps of No 2, and not a 
Siun of over 100 employctl in that 
mine escaped to tell the tale. From 
No .'i workings, which are connected 
witli No. 2 about 21 nw.m eslaped. 

’j’he first intimation of the disastoi’ 
which those on the outside received 
was a rush of coal dust and fire to a 
height of over i ,000 feet above the 
fans. Word was immediately sent 
to Fernie, five miles from the mi nest 
und inside of 12 minutes from the 
time the accident oticurred relief jiar* 
ties were at work.

Panic Throughout the Island of 
St. Vincent. 

King.stown, l.sltiiul of St. Vincent, 
D. W. ^ Ma^’ 10,—Anotlier great 
eruption of tiie Soufrlc*re voKano hufl 
occurred. Smoke issued from the' 
craters und fiMsures of the inouiitaiu, 
and tin* atino.sfihcre throughout the 
iHland of St. Vineenl was exe<.*o<ling- 
ly hot. While, in tlie bright moon¬ 
light. the worsdiippers wen* return¬ 
ing from church at 8.80 p. m. an 
alurminrr, luniinons cloud suddenly 
asremli d inile.M high, in the north of 
the island, and drift<Ml sluggishly to 
the jiortlieast. Ijicetsant lightning 
fell on the mountain, and one severe 
flash sei-med to strike about tiiree 
miles from Kingstown, The thun¬ 
derous rumblings in th«* cratetH last¬ 
ed foi* two hours, and then diminish¬ 
ed. 

The inliahilants w<*re frenzicxl with 
fear at the time of the outbreak, 
dreaiiliig a repetition of the catas¬ 
trophe which cnuwd such tcirible 
loss of life on this island. They run 
from the streets into the op<*n coun¬ 
try, crying and praying for preser¬ 
vation from another terrible calam¬ 
ity. Deports received here from the 
districts in the vicinity of ithc vol¬ 
cano say that the rumblings of the 
craters were appalling, an<l that 
streams of lava flowed down the 
moiuitaiii side.

Th* tarriblx visitation whick prac¬ 
tically obliterated St. Pierre, Mar¬ 
tinique ieiand, recalle similar de- 
etructive visitatione ia varieim 
parte of the world. There are no 
maaifeetatione of the foreee of na¬ 
ture more calculated to inspire us 
with flings of awe and admiration 
than volcanic eruptions preceded or 
accompanied, ae they generally are, 
by earthquake shocks. Few agents 
are se destructive ia their oflects ; 
and to the real dangers which fol¬ 
low such terrestrial convulsions are 
to be added the feelings of uncer¬ 
tainty and rev'uleloB which arise 
from the fact that the earth upon 
which we tregd, and which we 
have been accustomed to regard as 
the emblem of Stability, may become 
at any moment the agent of our 
destruction. 

The primary source from which 
proceeds the energy which produces 
volcanic action is unquestionably 
the internal heat of the earth. At 
the base of the crater of a volcano 
is the top or commencement of the 
channel or passage whereby com- 
municatiou is maintained with the 
heated interior ; and when water 
from the sea or from the under¬ 
ground springs, percolates through 
the ground and finds Its way down 
to thi.s channel and to the hot mol¬ 
ten rocks below, it at once generates 
steam, and those who have been un¬ 
fortunate enough to have bad a 
kitchen boiler burst know some¬ 
thing of the exploeive power of 
steam, even in small quantities. The 
following observations of a scientl- 
lic autnot'ily give a clear percep¬ 
tion of the subsequent stages of an 
eruption when sea or other water 
reaches the heated rocks below a 
volcano ; 

"The water combines with the ma¬ 
terial of the rook, and by this com¬ 
bination the melting poli.t of the 
rock i9 reduced ; it only roijulres the 
fojbioction of the hydrated compound 
to such heat as would to supplied by 
tlio anhydrous lavas in a fluid con¬ 
dition to disengago steam and other 
gases in enormous quantltlos, and to 
produce outburrt.s proportionate to 
the prc.ssure and the strength of the 
inclosing walls. If, while this pro- 
ce 9 i.s going on, wo ter in large 
quaotitie.s gains screws to the sur¬ 
face of the heato'J mass, solidifica¬ 
tion might take place and the escape 
of ga.sc.s through the crater would 
bo temporarily checked. When at 
last the accumulated force bursts 
the newly-formed cru.st, thi.s and 
other oh.stacles would to .speedily 
removed by the troniendou.s violence 
of the bluftT. and the sideti of the 
crater might either bo blown away 
or fall into the seething lava." 

tyORLD’H VOLCANIC GIRDLE. 

Tho globe is girdled by a chain of 
volcanic mountains in a state of 
greater or less activity, which may 
be perhaps consideted a girdle of 
safety (or the whole world, through 
which the maii.ses of moiteo matier 
in a high state of pro.isure benewtb 
the cruHt find a way of escape : and 
thus the structure of tho globe i.s 
preserved from oven greater con¬ 
vulsions than those which from 
time to time take part at various 
points of its surface. This girdle is 
partly terrestrial, partly subma¬ 
rine; and commencing at Mount Ere¬ 
bus, near the Antarctic Pole, rang¬ 
ing through South Shetland Isle, 
Cape Horn, the Andos of South 
America, the Isthmus of Panama, 
then through Central America and 
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the valley nearly two miles inland, 
and whs left, high and dry, more 
than thirty feet above the tea level. 
Thhw OkploeleB ef Krahxtoa wae 
heard a distance ef 8,000 mllee. It 
wae hoard in India, and it wea 
heard in Australia, and alee ia the 
ieland of Rodrlguex, which ie about 
2,988 milee from Krakatoa in a di¬ 
rect line. 

The disastroue resulta of a sub¬ 
marine earthquake upon the coast 
have never been more terribly iUue- 
trated than in the case of the earth¬ 
quake of Lisbon, which took place 
on November 1, 1755, when in the 
course of about six miautee 60,000 
persons perished. 

Of a somewhat similar characten 
was the terrible catastrophe with 
which the eitiee of Lima aM CaHao 
were visited on October 28, 1746, in 
which tho former city, then one of 
great magnificence, was overthrown 
and Callao was inundated by a sea 
wave, in which out of twenty-three 
ships of all sizes in harbor the 
greater number foundered, several, 
including a man-of-war, were lifted 
bodily and stranded, and all the in¬ 
habitants with the eaeeptlon of 
about 200 were drowned. A volqanlo 
in Lucanas burst forth the same 
night, and such quantities of watei' 
descended from the cone that tho 
whole country was overflowed; and 
tho mountain near Pataz, called 
CoDversionee de Caxamarquilla, 
three other volcanoes buret forth, 
and torrents of water swept down 
their eidee. 

The disastrous earthquake at 
CliarleHion, Carolina, on August 
31, 1880, will be readily recalled. 
Nearly all tho houses of Cbarleeton 
woro damaged or destroyed and 
many of tho public buildings se¬ 
riously Injured or partially demol¬ 
ished. Tlio cfTecte were fo!t all over 
the States as far a.s the great lakes 
and the borders of tho Rocky moun¬ 
tains.

FIERCE OLD VESUVIUS. 

Among the active volcanoes which 
still survive in Europe, Vesuvius, 
though not by any moans the larg^ 
eat of the group, is the most inter¬ 
esting. Since the first recorded 
eruption in A. D. 71), when Pompeii 
was destroyed, down to the prosont 
day, Vesuvius has been the Scene of 
numerous intermittent eruptions, 
some of which may be referred to 
In December, 1631, occurrod tho 
great convulsion whose memorials 
are written widely on the western 
face of Vesuvius in ruined villages. 
Since A.D. 1500 there have been 
fifty-six recorded eruptions of Vesu¬ 
vius, one of these, in 1757, wa« of 
terrific violence and do.structiveoess 
Among the later eruptions wore 
those of 1871. 1873 and J873. 

Etna, unlike Veeuvius, has ever 
been a burning mountain. So large 
is Etna that it would inclose within 
Its ample skirts sevocal cones of the 
sire of Vesuvius.

Its histery has 
been marked by many destructive 
eruptions. 

HISTORICAL ERUPTION.

Workmen in tobacco factories anj 
often cited as being immune from 
cholera and other epidemics. It is 
intiCresLing to trace thi.s belief baok. 
Abroad it probaljly received Its first 
impotu.s in Toulouse, whero shortly 
l)eforo tho RevoluUon the Workmen 
in the State tobacco factory are 
said to have remained immune dur¬ 
ing a deadly epidemic of .suetto 
(sweacisg .sickness). The belief may 
perhaps, be of the nature of folk¬ 
lore. Tho medical man attached 1(» 
the Bordeaux State factory thought 
that this local industry waa a verit¬ 
able blessing to a damp and foggy 
town. "I'he piquant and animonla- 
cal emanations arising from lire to¬ 
bacco qualify the nir and dLmini.sii 
its insalubrity.

Only few indeed were prepared for the 
anucuncement passing from lip to lip on 
Sunday morning last, May 25tb, 1902, of 
the demise of our townsmen, Mr. William 
Coxall, as be was only a few days absent 
fiom his place of business and his illness 
not thought of as serious. Ilis fretjuent 
hut very brief spells of illness for many 
years past had thrown friends and acquain- 
lancea off their guard as to the nature of 
his dual struggle with the disease afflicting 
him, hence the widespread surprise and 
sorrow experienced. Mr. Coxall was in 
the sixtieth year of hie age, though looking 
tea or fifteen years younger. He came to 
Colborne in the winter of 1874-75 and nntil 
the present carried on a large and general 
mercantile bueiuess, besides giving much 
time and attention to outside work in the 
building line. He was for many years a 
member of the Village Council and also 
the Bchool Beard. He was active in 
Church affairs, serving as Warden of 
Irioity church years off and on and ren¬ 
dering assistance generally. Of his family 
he is survived by a third wife, to whom he 
was receotiy married, a eon, liobert, also 
engaged in mercantile business; three 
daugnters—Mrs. Percy H. Pbilp, and 
Misses Amelia and Gladys, both at the 
homestead. The Masonic order was the 
only one of the fraternal societies for 
which he bad a special liking, affiliating 
with 91 bhoitly alter coming here from 
Wolfe Island, and remaining a royal mem¬ 
ber of it to the last, the members showing 
a Warm appreciation of his worthiness by 
largely attending and oouducting tneir 
beautiful ceremonials at his funerai. The 
services at Trinity Church were largely 
attended by the villagers generally, and 
they were of a very impressive nature, the

Abont five o’clock 
in the morning Mr. Dinner bad occasion to 
get oat of bed Xor the purpoee erf getting 
some milk for tbe baby, fie was standing 
near the dresser wbeo bis wile remarked 
that she thongbt he woold have to pat the 
ooal stove np again, owing to the coolness 
of the weather. Mr. Dinner torned aroand 
and laoghing remarked that *'he gneseed 
not” and immediately dropped to the floor 
and expired. Dr. Vrooman, who lives 
almost oppoeite,%a8 sent for, bat tbe vital 
spark bad fled. He prononnoed it a case 
of apoplexy. About three weeks ago 
deoeaeed bad a slight attaok, but no serious 
results were anticipated. Deceased came 
to Napanee quite a number of years 
ego and was employed in tbe brash factory 
antil it disoontinued busineif. He then 
accepted a position with tbe Gibbard Fur¬ 
niture Go. as a oabiuet maker, which 
position be ooonpied until tbe time of bis 
death, and was one of the most trnsted 
and respected employees. He was a mem¬ 
ber of tbe Citizens’ Band and Chief of the 
Fire Brigade.
